Scandinavian-Americans of Chicago was an un- 
qualified success. Battery D was jammed, at 
least 8,000 being present. It has been reported 
that the stay of these Scandinavians in Chicago 
was about to come to a sudden close in conse- 
quence of the treatment they had received from 
the Encampment Committee.

Charies H. Litchman, who arrived this morn- 


ing, stood at a little desk just below the stage 
and deait out letters and telegrams from 
a pile before him. Mr. Powderly and General 


orthy Foreman Griffiths formed the centre 


ot a group near the stage. It was just 11 
o’clock when the General Master Workman 
took up his gavel and rapped the assembly to 
order. There were about 350 in all in the 
hall. The secret session lasted the remainder 
of the forenoon. In calling the con vention 
to order General Master Workman Powderly 
“delivered a brief address of welcome to the 
delegates, and then stated that the first order 
of business would be the report of the Cre- 
dentials Committee. The Chairman stated 
that they were unable to report and asked 
further time, saying that they would doubt- 
less be able to report by 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. The convention adjourned until 8 
o’clock. 


Mr. Powderly announced that he would not 


deliver his annual address until tomorrow. 
The convention reassembled at 8 o’clock. 
The first business in order was the report of 
the Credentials Committee, which had been 
completed during the recess. The report 
took up the time of the convention during 
the rest of the afternoon session, and con- 
sidering the numerous protests filed nst 
the credentials of delegates it is doubt- 
ful if the convention will be able to 
get through with the report before 
tomorrow. After the report of the 
committee is accepted the convention will 
take up the regular routine work. Then will 
come the annual address of the General Mas- 
ter Workman. Itis understood that it is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful whether the convention 
will have waded through the routine work in 
time to hear the address before Friday. Itis 
stated that the address will be exceedingly 
voluminous and will take about six hours in 
the delivery. Following this will come in re- 
ports of Secretary Litchman and other gen- 
eral officers. 


A large number of Knichts gathered in the 


lobbies of the various hotels this morning 
and discussed eagerly the prospects of the 
convention.

Late last night and early this morning the 


opponents of the Executive Board, as the 
anti-Powderly faction now characterize them- 
selves, were in consultation for the purpose 
of arranging their program, and if they sub- 
mit but a small proportion of the complaints 
that they have formulated they are likely to 
occupy a good proportion of the session. 
Their latest grievance is that a number of 
stenographers and clerks who are not mem- 
bers of the order have been given employment 
at the several headquarters at Philadelphia, 
and that the practice is calculated to destroy 
the secret features of the organization.

Despite the fact that the body has failed to 
touch a single dollar of the appropriation of 
$40,000 granted at the Richmond conven- 
tion, it has a number of opponents; they 
contend that its centralization features are 
most obnoxious; that too much authority of 
the order is vested init; that aradical change 
is necessary to divest it of some of its most 
objectionabie features.

RAILEOAD FARES TO BE REDUCED. 

The Grand Trunk Railroad attempted some 
months ago to reduce the rate on 1,000-mile 
tickets to commercial travelers to the amount 
exacted before the adoption of the Inter- 
State act, but found itself thwarted by the 
opposition of other roads and by an arbi- 
trary, unfavorable, and unjustifiable ruling 
of the Inter-State Commission. Judge Cooley 
and his associates seemed determined to rule 
in favor of getting the highest possible profits 
out of the public for the corporate treasuries 
of the roads. The Grand Trunk showed 
clearly that two cents per mile was a good 
paying rate for 1,000-mile tickets—a rate 
voluntarily made and maintained by the 
trunk lines for years—and claimed that 
there was nothing in the Inter-State 
act to justify the railroads in jumping the 
price from $20 to $25—an arbitrary, extor- 
tionate advance made as soon as the new law 
went into effect and for the purpose of ren- 
dering it odious. In any event, the Grand 
Trunk contended that there was no reason 
why commercial travelers might not be re- 
garded as a class by themselves and allowed 
the old, reasonable rate instead of being 
fleeced under the false pretense of obedience 
to the Inter-State act. Both points were de- 
cided against the Grand Trunk by the sub- 
serviént commission, to the amazement of 
the public. The commission not only held 
that commerciai travelers who were contin- 
ually on the roads were entitled to no reduc- 
tion as compared with transient travelers, 
but that the $25 rate was reasonable and fair, 
although the carriers themselves had no 
thought of charging more than $20 for years 
before the Inter-State act wag adopted! 
Thus the common-law rule, which in such a 
case would make the lower rate prima-facie 
evidence that the higher was unreasonable, 
was outrageously reversed by the Inter-State 
Board.

The Grand Trunk felt compelled by the 
ruling of the commission to adhere to the 
exorbit@nt rate, but after a fair test finds its 
business injuriously affected by the over- 
charge, and proposes to go back to the former 
$20 charge and throw it open to the entire 
public. Such action must necessarily be fol- 
lowed by other roads. Then, too, the gener- 
al advance of rates and the absolute refusal 
of the railroads to share with the public the 
enormous amounts saved by the abolition of 
deadbead passes and sca!pers’ commission- 
paying have aroused a feeling in the West 
that rates should be reduced to two cents a 
mile by State legislation. The tact that the 
Inter-State Commission has justified misap- 
plications and perversions of the National 
law only emphasizes the need of State action 
to protect the public. This belief became 
very general in the West when the commis- 
sion, following the policy laid down in the 
Grand Trunk controversy, announced a still 
more flagrant ruling in the commissioa-pay- 
ing cases and declared (Morrison dissenting) 
that the Eastern trunk lines could boycott 
their Western connections and dominate the 
railroad system of the country regardless of 
the inconvenience and hardship inflicted on 
the public. 

The high rates whfth the Inter-State Com- 
mission wrongfully pronounced “ reasonable 
and fair must and will be reduced. Even 
the railroads themselves are preparing to 
abandon the high rates approved by the com- 
mission. It is found that these excessive 
charges actually restrict profit, and that more 
money could be made by lower fares by rea- 
son of the greater amount of travel that 
would result therefrom. 

On the occasion of the teachers’ conven- 
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in the volume of travel will offset the reduc- 
tion of the rate, and thus the public will be 
benefited and the roads not injured. 
Many of the Western railroad managers 
admit that the rates approved by the commis- 
sion are exorbitant, and say they would 
reduce them but for the fear of boycotting by 
the Eastern trunk lines. The Western Legis- 
latures will help the Western managers out 
this winter by fixinga maximum 2-cent-a- 
mile rate. When this is done the Inter-State 
Commission will take the hint and apply the 
same rule to commerce and travel between 
the States. If this is not done, and trunk- 
une boycotting is permitted in retaliation for 
the enforceed reduction of Western rates, the 
people will look to the President to remove 
the present Commissioners and appoint men 
who will faithfully enforce the law. If he 
fails to act a demand will be made on the 
Senate to refuse to confirm the present ap- 
pointees. The abuse to which the Inter- 
State act has been subjected for the last six 
months will not be tolerated much longer. 
Emphatic demands for relief will be made 
this winter both on Congress and the State 


Legislatures. : 


ST. LOUIS BOURBON PARTISANSHIP. 

For the first time since he left Washington 
the President, in violation of the announce- 
ment he caused to be given out that he was 
making this trip to secure a larger acquaint- 
ance with the country, revealed its real pur- 
pose by making a partisan speech to a polit- 
ical assemblage at St. Louis. It was to all 
intents and purposes a Democratic mass- 
meeting. The occasion was not a part of the 
regular proceedings. It was a special affair 
arranged by the Bourbons, though many Re- 
publicans were inveigled into the procession 
in ignorance of its real character. Demo- 
cratic clubs were imported from Egypt and 
for a radius of a hundred miles around St. 
Lou, and evidently the President was cog- 
nizant of the arrangement,.for when the 
crowd had arrived at the hotel he was on the 
balcony to meet it. It is equally evident that 
his partisan speech, exclusively devoted to 
Democratic glorification, was prepared be- 
forehand with great care. Its substance is 
contained in the following extract: 


Though the trip which we have undertaken is 
one of sightseeing and intercourse with the 
people who have extended to us their hearty wel-

When President Cleveland left Washing- 
ton it was assiduously given out by his 
friends that the trip would be a strictly non- 
partisan journey, undertaken, as we have 
said, for personal pleasure and for the sake 
of the profit he would receive in making that 
acquaintance with the country for which he 
had never had an opportunity before. The 
St. Louis affair was a gross violation of that 
understanding. It was as strictly a partisan 
performance as any of Andy Johnson's dur- 
ing his swing around the circle, and it was 
grossly insulting to the thousands of Revub- 
licans in St. Louis who had cordially lent 
their efforts to make his reception a success. 
The extract from his speech shows that the 
President gave his sanction to this show of 
discourtesy and bad faith. Itshould not be 
repeated in Chicago. His reception here is a 
reception by citizens, not by partisans. He 
was invited here by the Republican adminis- 
tration of a Republican city, and Chicago’s 
Republican citizens are doing everything in 
their power to make his visit a success. We 
cannot believe under the circumstances that 
his reception will be turned into a partisan 
show, or that he will indulge in partisan 
speeches. Should it be so, however, it will 
only react injuriously both upon him and his 
party. . 


JOMACKINISM IN BALTIMORE. 

The investigation into the election frauds 
in Baltimore discloses a state of affairs par- 
allel to that existing in this city when Harri- 
son was elected over Judge Smith by fraud- 
ulent votes and the corruption of the election 
machinery. It is the same old story of Jo- 
mackinism over again. A corrupt ring got 
control of the Democratic committees in Bal- 
timore and also of a majority of the registra- 
uon officers and judges of election, and a 
system of fraud was gradually perfected by 
which some 5,000 illegal Democratic votes 
were kept on the registration lists from year 
to year and injected into the poll of 
the city at every election. The names 
of men who have been dead for ten 
or fifteen years were regularly voted. 
Names copied from the directories of other 
cities were carried on the poll lists for vears. 
Bogus voters were registered from packed 
lodging houses and from vacant lots. The 
names of whole classes of medical stu- 
dents who long since left the city are found 
registered and voted .solidly at every elec- 
uon. Following so closely the Mackin plan, 
the Baltimore ring, after voting tramps and 
bummers under fictitious names, occasionally 
resorted to ballot-box stuffing and manipula- 
tion of the returns. This is the sort of vil- 
lany practiced by the members of the Gor- 
man ring in Baltimore—a clique whose lead- 
ers are high in the confidence of the Nation- 
al Administration, and able to protect the 
Higginses from the wrath of the civil-service 
reformers. 

In one respect the .work of uncovering 
election frauds in Baltimore is in pleasing 
contrast with the experience had in this city. 
The courts there seem fully competent to 
perform the work rapidly and effectively 
when the necessary proof is once supplied. 
Saturday last Chief-Justice Brown struck 400 
names from the registration list in a single 
ward. The same Judge the same day elimi- 
nated seventy bogus votes from the polling- 
list of another ward. All the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, save one who is a candidate 
for reélection this fall, will hear petitions 
separately and codperate in the effort to 
purge the registrauon lista. The Citizens’ 
League 1s confident that over 5,0U0 bogus 
names will be struck off before the fall elec- 
tion. All this is much in contrast with the 
proceedings in this city two years ago in 
Prendergast’s court. Harrison fought stead- 
ily for delay, using every quibble and tech- 
nicalty that came to hand, and it was 
at last found impossible to get the proofs 
accumulated by the Citizens’ Association 
considered by the court before the expiration 
of the term of the de facto Mayor. Proofs of 
fraud were abundant and conclusive, but the 
Citizens’ Association couldn’t get them be- 
fore the court. The delay, procrastination, 
and quibbling in Prendergast’s court at last 
made it plain that Harrison could hold on by 
a disputed and fraudulent title until his term 
expired. The villany had been consummated 
and no remedy could be found in the court 
specially charged with jurisdiction over city 
election frauds. Balked in the courts, the 
Citizens’ Association turned to the Legis- 
lature and secured the enactment of a re- 
e election law, and at the next elec-

‘The speech which. the. President made at | 


the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange was by 
all odds his best effort. It was graceful in 
its way, had no politics like his street speech, 
was destitute of moral advice, and contained 


some well-turned sentences. It had indeed 


somewhat of the flavor of those perfect little 
speeches which Mr. ne delivered during 
his memorable trip. In fact it appears as if 
he had studied them some for this special oc- 


casion rather than Mr. Dana’s encyclopedia. 


The hit of the speech is contained in the fol- 
lowing extract: 


I ex that oy bg I 
your State or city in the way of laudation or con- 


gratulation would hardly equal your own esti- 
mate of the subject. |Laughter.] I believe 
there was atime when Louis was a deter- 
mined and jealous rival of Chicago. I do not 
know whether this condition continues or not, 
but I hope it does. 


As the President is traveling in quest of 
information and does not appear to be well 
posted in the matter of the alleged rivalry 
between St. Louis and Chicage (the encyclo- 
pedia sheds no light on this point), he wi.l be 
glad to learn the real facts from Tue Cur- 
caGO TRIBUNE. He is right in one respect 
namely: that there was a time when a con- 
siderable rivalry existed between St. Louis 
and Chicago, but that was way back many 
years ago. In 1870 St. Louis imsisted that 
she out-hefted Chicago by a heap —m the 
vernacular of that burg—but her feilows 
had serious doubts of it in their secret 
thoughts. That year St. Louis had a large 
fair which attracted to the city forty or fifty 
thousand people, mostly from Egypt. By 
some hocus-pocus the census-takers eutered 
the names of all these thousands of visitors 
—men, women, and chilaren—upon their 
city population lists, and also levied 
on the cemeteries to a confiderable 
extent. In this manner they ran upa bona 
fide population of 265,000 to 310,864. Mean- 
while there had been an honest count in Chi- 
cago, and her population was returned at 
208,977. Immediately all the shanghai roosters 
in St. Louis began their crowing. They 
crowed not only all night, but all day. It was 
the noisiest kind of crowing and kept honest 
people awake. Meanwhile Chicago simply 
said, You cheated,” bided her time, and let 
the crowing proceed. The vote at each elec- 
tion exposed the fraud, as that cast in Chi- 
cago was by far the largest, notwithstanding 
the frigntful Bourbon ballot-stuffing that was 
practiced in St. Louis. The fraud was not 
only exposed, but the census of 1880 em- 
phasized the exposure and demonstrated 
how bold the silly people of St. Lows had 
been. When the footings of the 1880 census 
came in it was found that the population of 
St. Louis was only 350,518, The increase over 
1870 was only 39,654, or less than 4,000 a year 
for the ten years. If the census had been 
honest in 1870 and returned the real popula- 
tion the comparison would have shown a tol- 
erably encouraging rate of growth. As it 
was, there was hardly any growth at all, the 
increase coming from suburban annexation. 

Now for the other side. Chicago had 
298,977 in 1870. When the 1880 returns came 
in she had 508,185, an increase of 205,208 in 
ten years, or over 20,000 a year. She has now 
over 750,000 to less than 400,000 in St. Louis! 
In two years she haéincreased almost as 
much as St. Louis in ten, and this by legiti- 
mate growth, not by annexation or copying 
visitors’ names. Another comparison will 
show the respective population of the two 
cities. The vote of St. Louis at the Presi- 
dential election of 1884 was 42,847. The vote 
of Chicago was as foliows: Blaine, 51,420; 
Cleveland, 48,530; Butler, 542; St. John, 484; 
total, 100,976! The President will, therefore, 
readily see that the rivalry of which he 
speaks ended in 1870, and he will understand 
that it has not existed since. Chicago has no 
more jealousy of St. Louis than she has of 
Milwaukee or St. Paul. She has forgotten 
all about the race with St. Louis, and, having 
passed Brooklyn, is now after Philadelphia 
for second place, with strong designs on New 
York for first about 1900. St. Louis is now 
competing with her young and vigorous 
rival, Kansas City, with Minne-Paul, Balti- 
more, Cincinnati, and other cities ranking in 
the second class. St. Lows is no longer a 
rival, Mr. President. She is only a trans- 
Mississippi business suburb of Chicago. 


ENIFING THE PRESIDENT. 

The New York World is evidently feeling 
the way towards the Democratic nomination 
in 1888 very sarcastically and is hedging in 
a manner that cannot be very comforting to 
the President if he is able to read between 
lines. In one of its recent issues it sets up a 
signpost that points to two roads full of dan- 
ger. One of these is in the direction of New 
York. It sets forth that two years ago Gov. 
Hill carried New York by 11,000 plurality, 
with all the mugwump organs and leaders 
bitterly against him and the National Ad- 
ministrauon lukewarm. The recent Sara- 
toga convention, however, was an Adminis- 
tration body. It indorsed the President 
and the platform contains the Presi- 
dent’s policy.

Chinese Gold Mines to Be Worked by Live 
Yankees. 

New York Herald: Animmensely interesting 
communication about an immensely interesting 
country—China—will be found elsewhere in our 
columns this morning.

China has learned an important lesson from the 
experiences of the past andisto take a great 
stride. She has at last come tothe conciusion 
that if she is to bold her own in the family of na- 
tions she must have a gold currency. This con- 
clusion having forced itself upon statesmen and 
fon > maa the project has been vigorously put 
on foo 

The recent difficulties with France, 
ing encroachments of England, and the possibil- 
ity of war with Russia have opened the eyes of 
the Chinese to the absolute necessity of making 
three radical changes: First, they must have 4 
gold currency; second, they must have railroads; 
and, third, they must indefinitly enlarge their 
telegraph system. They have now about five 
thousand miles of wire, but that is only mon 
to prove that they must have much more. in 
other words, they are to join the other nations 
in the march of Day pws 

Gold is plentiful in China. It is found in every 
one of her nineteen provinces. The mines, how- 
ever, have not been worked; one reason dein 
that the people have no apparatus with whic 
to rid the excavations of water or to drive 
out the dangerous gases. Another reason is 
the Chinese are hampered by a superstition 
that at the bottom of the mines is a demon or a 
race of demons who become indignant at an 
interference with their underground abode, an 
scatter famines and pestilences in revenge. 

A little company of six Am all practi- 
cal men, have been engaged to begin mining 
operations in Shan Tung, and it is safe to pre- 
diet that if they come across a rich seam of ore 
they will not allow all the demons in heathen- 
dom to stop their progress. They have gone pre- 
pared for ail emergencies and will not permit so 
small a matter as a few imaginary devils to 
stand in their way. 

If the present project is successful we may 
look for great and rapid changes in the Celestial 
Empire. And it is not strange that Americans 
were engaged for this work, because we have 
been forced to learn more about mining and to 
invent better machinery for the purpose than 
any other nation. 


The Rallroad-Crossing Ordinance. 

Wat has become of the railroad-crossing or- 
dinance which the Corporation Counsel drafted 
some time ago? Is this ordinance to be dealt 
with as the snow-clearing ordinance was last 
year—put off for consideration from week to 
week and from month to month only, to be passed 
finally in an emasculated form? The necessity 
for the protection set forth in the ordinance is 
admitted by. the railroad corporations and is 
manifest to the public. It is all rank nonsense 
to say that as the companies have partly agreed 


to build gates, fences, and some viaducts the 


Council does not need to act. The corporations 
will make a pretense of doing all that an ordi- 
nance would provide for for some time, but they 
will soon begin to forget all about their promises 
and agreements unless there is a city ordinance 
to remind them. Even an ordinance is 
not sufficient in some cases. It re- 
quires vigorous executive action to refresh 
the memories of the railroad officials in refer- 
ence to a very important ordinance. Moreover, 
as far as known, only the corporations using the 
Kinzie street route and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany have agreed to erect the gates and fences 
and viaducts. The companies using Six 
teenth street and other thoroughfares have not 
yet made a move. The pissage of the ordinance 
would be a gentle reminder to the officers of in- 
active roads of their long-neglected duty to the 
public, 

Itis high time the Council did its duty in this 
matter. The preparations to receive the Presi- 
dent engrossed the attention of the Aldermen to 
the exclusion of more important matters Mon- 
day night. The City Fathers will haVe recovered 
from the fatigues of the festivities by next Mon- 
day, when the ordinance should be taken up and 
passed. To delay this matter will be an indica- 
tion of intentional, treacherous neglect on the 
part of the Aldermen. 


The Telephone Tax. 
Ald, Hamline’s ordinance, introduced in the 
Council Monday night, to regulate the laying of 


‘telephone wires ought to be passed. Its pur- 


pose is avowedly to compel the telephone com- 
panies to pay a tax on each instrument. An 
ordinance directly providing for such a tax was 
introduced last summer but was withdrawn on 
the recommendation of the Law Department that 
it would be held invalid by the courts. Ald. 
Hamline, who is a keen lawyer, bas taxed his 
legal ingenuity in drafting the present one so as 
to render it proof against every legal objection 
that the attorneys for the monopolies may raise. 
The tax is to be imposed in lieu of rent for the 
use of the streets. Ald. Kerr, who is also an able 
lawyer, seems to agree with Ald. Hamline as to 
the validity of the new ordinance. It ought to 
be given a chance at any rate. The fee 
fixed is moderate. The telephone companies 
can well afford to pay 810 for each 
instrument. There is good precedent for the tax 
on the ground of the use of the streets by the cor- 
poration. it was upon this ground that the §50 
tax, per car was imposed on the street-railiroad 
companies. Those corporations protested strong- 
ly for some time, but finally agreed to pay. 
They found it cheaper and easier in the end. The 
telephone companies probably had enough ex- 
perience of the expense of fighting legislation in 
Springfield last summer to avoid any attempt to 
fight municipal legislation such as is proposed by 
the ordinance referred to. Success in defeating 
a moderate tax now may result in bringing on a 
more onerous tax in the future. Ald. Hamline 
should push his ordinance with all possible vigor.

Thieves Go Through a Wabash Train, Gar- AND 


rote the Passengers, and Escape. 

KANSAS ClTY, Mo., Oct. 4— [Special. —A dar- 
ing robbery occurred on the Wabash Railroad 
between St. Louis and Kansas City last night. 
Capt. G. W. Sigman of Manhattan, Kas., was 
one of the passengers on the Wabash train, 
which left St. Louis last evening and reached 
Kansas City this morning. Upon his arrival at 
the Union Depot he made this report to the of- 
Cials : 

“There were a number of Grand Army of the 
Republic men with me on the train. We occu- 
pied the chair car. About two hours after leav- 
ing St. Louis I settled myself and went to sleep. 
I was awakened by a shout by one of the occu- 
pants of the car, and, springing to my feet, Isaw 
two men holding a man down in a chair and 
robbing him.

I then began yelling and a number 
of Grand Army of the Republic men rushed into 
the cars. T robbers made for the door 
and escaped. I then accused the porter. 
of being an accessory, and he threatened to put 
me off the train and me. One of the mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. gave me a revolver. While 
I was on the train a man gave me the name of 
Assistant Depotmaster Watson as the man to re- 
port to, which I did.” 

The case was given in the hands of a detective. 
‘Reports made to the depot officials indicate that 
the robbers raided the other cars on the train.

First Day of the Corn-Palace Jubilee in 
Sioux City, Ia. 

Sroux Cry, Ia., Oct. 4—[Special.]—Today 
was the first day of the corn-palace jubilee, the 
formal opening having taken place last night.

THE REV. THOS. K. BEECHER CHOSEN. 


He Is Nominated by New York Greenback- 
ers for Secretary of State. 

Atpaxy, N. V., Oct. 4.—([Special.]—The 
National Greenback party today nominated a 
full State ticket, headed by the Rev. Thomas 
K. Beecher for Secretary of State. This 
makes seven tickets in the field—those of the 
Republican, Democratic, Prohibition, George 
or United Labor, Socialist, and Union Labor 
parties.

Crookedness at the Brooklyn Jockey Club 
Meeting. 

Referring to the closing of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club’s meeting the New York Herald of Sunday 
contains the following relative to rumors. of 
crookedness and the ruling off of the De Longs 
and the horse Joe Mitchell: 

Ugly rumors, truth compels the admission, 
were repeatediy heard upon the track regarding 
the in and out running of some of the horses, but 
these were mere assertions without corroborat- 
ive evidence, and thus were not entitled to con- 
sideration by the fair-minded. Fair play is only 
justice, and, while every one on a race track who 
connives at dishonesty should be summarily dealt 
with and never allowed another chance to prac- 
tice their nefarious work, there can be no fair- 
ness in believing every idle rumor afloat in pad- 
dock, betting ring, and grand stand without the 
proofs are presented, and thoroughly convincing 
vroofs at t. 

And that is just what happened in the last 
race, one mile and a furlong, with seiling allow- 
ances. The _ did not believe that the aged 
bay gelding Joe Mitchell, owned by J. De Long, 
was run to win. He finished second to Queen 
Bess, though he was the leader after five-eighths 
of a mile had been gone. The rest of the way 
was apparently a matter of indifference to the 
jockey, and the horse was three lengths behind the 
winner at the end of the race. President Dwyer 
made inqwries regarding the betting on Joe 
Mitchell and found them so suspicious that the 
owner and the jockey, who is his son. were asked 
to explain. De Lorg failed to convince the 
judges that no wrong was meant, although his 

leading was earnest, and he, together wi the 
jockey and the horse, was ruled off. This is a 
very serious matter for De Long, as the action of 
the Brooklyn Club must be indorsed by all the 
leading associations of the United States, whose 
punishment of the delinquents will be equally 
severe.

BLOODY MONDAY AT HARVARD. 


The Two Lower Classes Revive the Custom 
= of Rushing.” 

Bosrox, Mass., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—It is many 
years since the “yard” at Harvard has echoed 
to such a tumult as took place last night. In 
Spite of the exhortation against the revival of 
the almost obsolete. custom which appeared in 
yesterday's Crimson the freshmen gave some 
twenty “ punches,” which were liberally patron- 
ized by the sophomores, and even by some few 
of the upper classmen. Most ot these entertain- 
ments were given in response toa carefully-pre- 
pared list ef invitations sent out by a certain 
clique of 90 men, who let it be understood 
that non-compliance would be attended with most 
undesirable social results, even if worse results 
did not follow. The various punches were soon 
disposed of, anc then the members of the two 
lower classes repaired to the yard, where they 
confined their enthusiasm for a while to the 
comparatively harmless amusement of cheering. 
This grew too tame, however; and, urged on by 
some few of the juniors and seniors, they formed 
for an old-time rush. Now, rushing has been a 
forgotten custom at Harvard for many a year, 
the only recent attempt at its revival having n 
that in the fall of 1885, and the sounds of the fray 
brought out all the remaining upper classmen. 
so that in a few minutes about a thousand men 
were as to and fro, of whom about 200 be- 
longed to the contending classes. Both classes 
were thoroughly in earnest, and the struggle for 
the possession of the yard walks was a tough 
one, After some minutes of struggling the '90 
men withdrew, seeming to have the better of the 
fight. This gave occasion to 91 to march around 
the yard singing Go to Bed, '90,” to an air from 
» Erminie.“ Incensed at this, 90 made a final 
charge, which left them undisputed masters of 
the field, and shortly after 11 the noise died away 
and the college resumed its wonted quiet.

The hearing before the commission will not 
be likely to take more than two or three days, 
and the decision will probably be forthcom- 
ing in a few weeks thereafter. If this should

The Report of the Utah Commissioners—Or- 
ganization of the Next House. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 4.—|Special.]—The 
Democratic politicians who are scheming to have 
Utah admitted asa State will not be pleased 


with one portion of the report submitted to the 


Secretary of the Interior by a majority of the 
Utah Commission, This is the part telling about 
the alleged constitutional convention of last 
June, when the Mormons proposed to give up 
polygamy if the Territory could be letinasa 
State. The report, after telling how the plan 


was worked, gives the — that the so-called 
Stato movement is an effort to free the Mormons 
from what they look upon as interference by 
the United States Government and should there- 
fore be discouraged. Thisis the strongest testi- 
mony that has yet been borne to the scheme of 
the Mormons. It is significantly remarked that 
their constitution under which it is intended to 
get into the Union is silent as to the offense of 
unlawful cobabitation. A majority of the Utah 
Commission has been appointed by President 
Cleveland. When he comes to write his mes- 
sage he cannot afford to recommend the admis- 
sion of the polygamous Territory in the face 


of the commission's adverse comment. 
Nobody . who knows Gen. John A. 
Meclernand is surprised that he joins 


with Carltou, another Commissioner, in dissent- 
ing from the views of the majority. The old 
General was given the berth solely to take care 
of him and it was never suppo his work on 
the commission would amount to anything be- 
yond drawing hissalary. He does seem to be of 
some use to the Mormons. 

It was G. L. Godfrey, A. B. Williams, and 
Arthur L. Thomas who made the majority report 
of the commission which has been filed with the 
Secretary of the Interior. A memoranaum at 
the close of the document states that Commis- 
sioners Carlton and McClernand, dissenting from 
many of the views expressed therein, do not sign 
the report. 

The report cites the already published results

A LITTLE FUSS OVER PRICE-LIsTs.

How You Will Pay Ten Per 
Leather Belting. 
The leather-belting manufacturers and dealers 
have run against a curious diMoulty in their at- 
tempt to make a 10 per cent advance on the old 
price-list. It is not that anybody, not even the 
consumer, kicks hard against the advance, for 
every one seems to admit that the situation de- 
mands it. The trouble is all with tne old price- 
list. No leather-bel man can remember 
when that list wus not. it is one of the antiqui- 
ties of the trade. Every man in the business 
knows it by heart. He to learn it before he 
was allowed to sell a 22 of leather. Then it 
is a convenient list. To learn price per foot 
of any kind of . belt you simply had 
to multiply its 
twelve and deduct three. us one-inch 
belting was listed at nine cents, two-inch at 21 
cents, three-inch at 33 cents, and so on. This 
was handy and everybody knew how to figure it. 
To abolish this price-list is like knocking the 
speliing-book and multiplication table out of a 
ublic school. So when a meeting of belt manu- 
acturers at New York, Sept. 27. resolved to ad- 
vance prices 10 per cent taking so much off 
the discount allowed customers friends of the 
old price-list accepted the order quietly. But 
when, a few days later, they received notice that 
a number of New York manufacturers had pre- 
pared a new list 10 per cent higher than the old. 
on the ground that it was not feasible to figure 
the advance on the old basis, there were protests. 
The result is that the trade now has two price- 
lists. Most of the Chicago dealers have accepted 
the new list, though a few still hold that it 
will confuse their customers more to change the 
list than to change their discounts. It makes no 
difference to the consumer which lst is used. It 
he buys on the new basis he will get the old dis- 
count; but if on the old basis, instead of getting, 
say, 3 10, and 5 per cent off, he will get only 
an 
The advance is said to result not from any com- 
bination, but from the increase in the cost of raw 
material. Not all hides are fit for belting. 
Branded steers, for example, such as are raised 
in Texas and the Terri 8. do not yield suit- 
able hides, the brand having spoil the val- 
uable part. The hides used by belting manu- 
facturers come from the backs of domestic steers. 
Chicago manufacturers depend for their raw ma- 
terial on animals raised in Illinois and neighbor- 
ing States. Of this sort of hides there is now 
said to be a scarcity, and they sell some 10 per 
cent higher than the othe ow | A year ago the 
two varieties sold at the same Theman- 
pee Sony of belting claimed ere —＋ no 
profit them prices cor 
respond with the ce in Hides, Their profits 
have also suffered by a fall in the value of offal. 
According to the leather-belting people, there- 
fore, itis the producer—the farmer—that reaps 
most acvantage from the advance in leather 
belting ordered for Oct. 1. 


WORK OF THE GORMAN RING, 


An Attempt Belng Made in Baltimore to 
Disfranchise 5,000 Veters. . 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 3—[Special.]—There 
are 12,000 colored voters in Baltimore City. The 
Citizens’ Reform League today discovered that 
their names are being stricken by the score from 
the registration books. The Gorman machine 
registration officers are doing this under instruc- 
tions from the city bosscs. The Reform League 
1s in possession of reliable information that 
the intention of the bosses is to cut 
off 5,000 colored men from voting this fall. To- 
day was the first of the three extra days for regis- 
tration. After Wednesday the offices are perma- 
nently closed and the new lists finally made up. 
This game, however, has been blocked partly by 
the Reform 232 becoming 1 of their 
intention and ay appointing three 8 at 
each of the twenty registration offices with in- 
structions to defend all cases coming under 
their observation. A bomb was thrown into 
the ring camp by the published card of 
the Citizens’ Reform League warning voters 
that the league had definit information of an or- 
ganized effort of the ring to strike of 5,000 names 
of legal voters from the registration lists. The 
league ascertained also the methods by which 
this wholesale disfranchisement of voters was 
to be made, and they are thus explained: A man 
will come to a register Saree the time of the 
sitting with a list of ten, fifty, a hundred, or 
even more names of legal voters, and make oath 
that they do not reside in the city or are 
otherwise disqualified, whereupon the register 
without making any inqniry or asking any ques- 
tions to test the correctness of the affiant’s state- 
ments wili draw his pen through tue whole list 
of names, and when the owners of these names 
come to vote at the approaching election they 
are to tind themselves disfranchised. 

The Knights of Labor District Assembly of 
Maryland tonight, by a vote of 75 to 7, adopted 
resolutions denouncing E. E. Jackson, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for Governor, and heading the 
Gorman machine ticket. This action is in ac- 
cordance with that of the Washington Assembly, 
being based on the treatment by Senator Jack- 
son of the men employed in his sawmill. The

SOMETHING ABOUT THE QUESTION OF 
SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


The Action Taken by the Rock River Con- 
ference in Opposition to Sunday News- 
papers, Railway Trains, Etc.—Whence 
Comes the Authority for Makigg Sun- 
day Instead of the Sabbath Holy ?— 
Proceedings of the Various Religious 
Bodies Now in Session. 


Not long ago some fifteen clerical repre- 
sentatives of the Congregational denomina- 
tion in the vicinity of Chicago signed a call 
for a convention to meet in Elgin Nov. 8 next 
for the purpose of opposing what the callers 
are pleased to designate as “the prevalent 
desecration of the Sabbath [i. e., Saturday], 
injuring the churches, promoting infidelity, 
and provoking the just anger of God.” This 
call was extended to all “Christian people in 
sympathy with the end in view. The 
Rock River Methodist Episcopal Conference 
takes up the subject at its Rockford meeting 
this week, proclaiming full sympathy with 
the Eigin call. Among its committees is one 
designated the Committee on the Observ- 
ance of the Sabbath.“ The Sabbath is the 
seventh day of the week, commonly known as 
Saturday. but this committee, following the 
comparatively recent custom of certain 
Christian sects, attempts to confuse and mis- 
lead the religious public by confounding the 
seventh day of the week and its ancient sa- 
credness with the first day of the week. The 
fullest report made in the daily press of the 
proceedings of the conference in this particu- 
lar reads as follows: 


The Committee on the Observance of the Sab- 
bath (i. e., Saturday] made a report which re- 
buk all manner of Sunday work. Sunda 
newspapers were condemned and chure 

advised and instructed not to sub- 
scri for or advertise in them. The report 
was against ministers inserting notice of 


Sunday service in Sunday „ Great 
stress was laid on the sinfu of ministers 
riding in Sunday trains. Eiders 
were not satisfied with the part of the report 


concerning Sunday trains, and several ministers 
said there was no difference between riding be- 
hind horses or iu a train. The report was pt- 
ed entire. 

That committee. and all who discuss this 
subject, would do well to observe the good 
old Scripture rule, Provide things honest in 
the sight of all men.“ The persistent con- 
fusion of the last and the fret days of the 
week cannot be justified by any moral code. 
On the contrary, it is a palpabie violation of 
the first and most obvious canon of ethics. 
But it may be said that the Christian Sun- 
day and the Jewish Sabbath are one and the 
same, with some moditications, so far as con- 
cerns their religious signification. Tus 
TRIBUNE being a secular paper will not set 
up any views of itsownon that sub-pivotal 
point of the Sabbatic discussion, but present 
the facts in the case as set 
by the Rev. A. H. Lewis, A. M., in a pub- 
lacation of the American Sabbath Tract 
Society.“ If the arguments therein offered 
have ever been refuted we have yet to see 
the refutation. Mr. Lewis is a devout and 
evangelical Christian, having no sympathy 
whatever with the Liberalism of the day. He 
begins by a clear statement of the origia of 
the Sabbath. As there is a general disposi- 
tion on the part of those who should be most 
familiar with the facts and examples of 
honesty to mislead the public on this poin 
we subjoin the Rev. Mr. Lewis’ statement o 
the case: 

The commemiorative rest of Jehovah at the 
close of His creative work is the first expression 
of the Sabbath idea. This rest follows close upon 
the yy se of the work, as though it were a 
part of the original pattern. And when it is re- 
membered that the Sabbath law meets the de- 
mands which grow out of our relations to God, 
which relations existed from the birth of the race, 
the conclusion is inevitable that the Sabbath law 
was a primary structural law in the moral uni- 
verse, and, all other primary laws, had its 
origin in the mind of Jebovah before the world 
Was.“ 

The idea of God as Creator js the all- embracing 
idea. His character as Lawgiver and Redeemer 
flows from the idea of Creator. Fealty to God 
and our own highest good demand that we con- 
stantly remember Him and our relations to Him. 
Hence the Sabbath law links itself with its all- 
embracing idea of the true God, the maker of 
heaven and of earth, and holds it ever before us. 
A law which thus forms the central thread of 
communion between the Creator and the creat- 
ure, which thus meets the universal demands of 
our nature in its relations to Him, which is God's 
never-ceasing representative in time,“ must be 
as universal and enduring as the system of which 
itis a part.

roposition. It would be obviously impossi- 

le to commemorate what had not occurred. 
Creation could not have a birthday until it 
was born, and it was only with tne opening 
of the seventh that creation was an ac- 
complished fact. r. Lewis adds: 

This, therefore, was creation's birthday, and 
hence the only day that could be chosen to com- 
memorate the rest of God from the completed 
work of creation. Asone cannot celebrate his 
birthday on a day earlier or later than that on 
which his birth occurred, so Jehovah sanctified 
the seventh as the only day which could answer 
the original idea of the Sabbath law. Therefore 
the Sabbath law and the Sabbath day designated 
by its author are inseparable. Applied to any 
other day the law has no meaning. 

The acts of Jehovah by which the seventh 
day was consecrated as the Sabbath—God rested 
on that day; hence the sacredness arising from 
His example can pertain to no other day. God 
blessed the day and hallowed it because He had 
rested upon it. Thus the elements of sacredness 
and of commemorativeness are inseparably con- 
nected with the day. If the law be applied to 
another day it becomes meaningless, for the law 
demands a day thus mode sacred, and no other 
day than the seventh could be made sacred for 
those reasons. Norcan the seventh day cease 
to be thus sacred until it shall cease to be a fact 
that God rested upon that day and bessed it. 
This can never be. 

In this connection the reverend gentieman 
shows that the Jewish Sabbath is reaily older 
than the Jewish nation or the Ten Command- 
ments. In support of this conclusion he says: 

The septenary division of time into weeks was 
well understood during the patriarchal age. (See 
Genesis, vii., 4, 8, 10,12.) This knowledge neces- 
sitates a knowledge of the Sabbath by which the 
weeks are separated. But positive testimony is 
not wanting. The sixteenth chapter of Exodus 
shows that the Sabbath was known and observed 
before the giving of the Decalog at Sinai, and 
that the first special test of obedience which 
God made after the Israelites left Egypt was con- 
cerning its observance. The giving of the manna 
occurred the 15th day of the second month, and 
the Hebrews did not reach Sinai until some time 
— the third month after their departure 
from Egypt. In the fourth verse of this sixteenth 
of Exodus it is said that God told Moses: 

“Behold I will rain bread from heaven for 
you; and the people shall go out and gather a 
certain rate every day, that I may prove them 
whether they will walk in My law or no.“ 

This shows that the test of obedience was to 
be made in connection with the gathering of the 
manna according to a certain daily rate. The 

xt verse gives the test—viz.: 

2 And it Walt come to pass that on the sixth 
day they shall prepare that which they bring in, 
— it shall be twice as much as they gather 
daily.” 


Having presented the ar nt from the 
standpoint of the Old Testament, Mr, Lewis 
proceeds to an examination of the teachings 
of Jesus Christ on this subject, and of the 
New Testament generally. It seems that the 
Sabbath is mentioned in the New Testament 
sixty times, and always as the seventh day 
of the week. Whenever Sunday is mentioned 
itis called “the first day.“ Throughout the 
Gospels and the Episties the two days are 
Kept perfectly distinct. Not once are they 
confounded. But so persistent and brazen 
is the modern confusion of the two days that 
it is necessary to constantly remind the 
reader of what day is really meant when the 
word Sabbath is used. But we resume the 
presentation of Mr. Lewis’ argument: 

On a certain occasion (Matthew xxii., 35-40) a 
lawyer (i. e., professional teacher of the Mosaic 
law. or clergman) sought to entrap the Savior by 
asking which is the greatest commandment in 
the law?” The question has no meaning unless 
it be applied to the decalog, and Christ s answer 
includes all the commandments of the decalog, 
and thus avoids the trap designed by the ques- 
tioner. who sought to leaa Him into some dis- 
tinction between laws known to be equal in their 

are and extent. 
* the sixteenth chapter of Luke Christ again 
affirms in the strongest language that It is 
easier for heaven and earth to pass away than 
for one jot or one tittle of the law to tall.“ Lan- 
could not be plainer than that which is 
u in these statements. 

These sentiments accord fully with the prac- 
tice of Christ relative to the Sabbath. He boldly 
eondemned the unnatural rigidities which the 
Jews had attached to the observance of it, and 
taught that works of mercy were to be free! 
done that day; that it was made for man's — 
and not his injury. But He never taught that 
that which was made for man was to be ab- 

ted or unsanctified. Neither did he delegate 
to His disciples any power to teach the abroga- 
tion of the law or the Sabbath. On the contrary, 
their representative writi contain the same 
clear testimony in favor of perpetuity of the 
law and show the same al observance 
the Sabbath. Paul, the great reasoner among 
the Aposties, after an exhaustive discussion con- 
cerning the relations between the law and the 
Gospel, concludes the whole matter in these

Summarizing 1 these facts, together with 
the example of Jesus in rebuking the ex- 
treme and irrational Sabbatarianism of his 
times, for there were Sabbatic bigots long 
before there were Congregationalists or 
Methodists, Mr. Lewis lays down these three 
propositions: 

1. During the life of Christ the Sabbath was 
always observed by him and his followers. He 
corrected the errors and false ideas which were 
held — it, but gave no hint that it was 
to be abroga 

2. The Book of Acts gives a connected histo 
of the recognition and observance of the Sabbat 
— the Aposties while they were organizing many 
of the churches spoken of in the New Testament, 
These references extend over a period of eight or 
nine years, the last of them being at least twenty 
yeurs after the resurrection. 

3. In all the history of the doings and teachings 
of the Apostles there is not the remotest refer- 
ence to the abrogation of the Sabbath. 

Had there been any change made or beginning 
to be made, or any authority for the abrogation 
or the Sabbath law, the Aposties must have 
known it. To claim that there was is, therefore, 
to charge them with studiously conceal the 
truth. And also with recognizing and calling a 
day the Sabbath which was not the Sabbath. 

Add to these considerations the following [acts: 

The last of the Episties and the Book of Reve- 
lation were written about the r%. In none 
of these is there any truce of the change of the 
Sabbath, nor is the abrogation of the Sabbath 
law taught in them. 

What answer nave our modern conſound- 
ers of the Jewish Sabbath with the Christian 
Sunday, the last day of the week withthe 
first, to make to this array ot facts by a mem- 
ber of their own profession? But the argu- 
ment does not stop there. As if having in 
mind the gentlemer. who earn their own 
bread and butter by working Sunday, but de- 
nounce labor by any one else for any pur- 
pose, however legitimate in itself or neces- 
sary to the comfort and well being of so- 
ciety, he presents from the very lips of 
Jesus Christ and pen of His greatest Apostie 
the direct rebuke of the observance of any 
day of the week in the way insisted upon by 
the Rock River Conference. Christ’s words 
were, The Sabbath was made for man, not 
man for the Sabbath,“ and suiting the deed 
to the word he E to deliberately vio- 
late the Sabbath as held binding by the Sab- 
batic bigots of his day aud that church. Paul 
reasons it all out with his masterful logic, 
as follows: 

Him that is weak in the faith receive ye, but 
not to doubtful disputations, 

For one believeth be may eat all things; an- 
other, who is weak, eateth herbs. 

Let not him that eateth despise hom that cateth 
not; and let not him which eateth not judge him 
that eateth; for God hath received him. 

Who art thou that judgest another man's serv- 
ant? To his own master he standeth or falleth; 
yes, he shall be holden up; for Gud is able to 
make him stand. 

One man esteemeth one day above another; 
another esteemeth every day alike, Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his own mind. 

He that regardeth the day, regardoth it unto 
the Lord, and he that regurdeth not the day, to 
the Lord he doth nat “ye it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God thanks; 
and he that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks. 

Let no man therefore judge you in meat or in 
drink, or in respect of an noly day, or of the new 
moon, or of the Sabbath days. ' 

Which are a shadow of things to come; but 
the body is Christ. 

Coming down to the historical considera- 
tion of the subject, Mr. Lewis observes that 
the Puritan branch of the Protestant Church 
claims that the Sabbath has been changed by 
divine authority from the seventh to the 
tirat day of the week, adding that this 
theory is based upon the assumption that the 
Sabbath institution is a separate thing from 
the Sabbath-Day, ana hence that the Sabbath 
law may be applied to any seventh portion of 
time.“ He then adduces the following in op- 
position to this theory: 

1. That the Sabbath Law and the Sabbath-day 
are inseparable, and that the Sabbatic institu- 
tion is the result of obedience te the Sabbath 
Law, and ceases to exist when that law is brok- 


en. 
2. That there could heave been no Sabbath it

This theory also “begs the question 
by adhering to the septenary division of time and 
rejecting the definit day. Uponsuch an illogical 
assumption the whole theory of @ change ofthe 
Sabbath is based. 

Why discriminate inst steam and street 
cars, and why say t the more modern 
labor-saving devices are more ‘secular ”’ 
than the primitive methods of doing busi- 
ness! But evidently the Sunday newspaper 
is the pet aversion of these * —— Do 
they feel like Alexander the coppersmith 
that their craft is in danger? If so they are 
mistaken. The man who instead of going off 
to some saloon to pass away the time Sunday 
morning — five cents for a Sunday 


per is far more likely to accompany 
his family to church than the one 
who finds his recreation in beer 


and billiards. Besides and above the 
mere question of attendance on the serv- 
ice of what an orthodox Chicago clergyman 
only last Sunday called fashionable Sunday 
clubs ” is the great fact that the Sunday 
paper is the most effective safeguard of so- 
ciety against the rum influence. There is no 
spot on earth where drunkenness prevails 
more banefully than in Sabbatarian Glas- 
gow, where a Sunday paper would not be 
tolerated, but where none the less the great 
need is precisely such protection against re- 
sort to whisky as a means of sing away 
unemployed time. Then, too, the opposition 
persists in misrepresenting the fact as to the 
actual amount of work done Sunday in con- 


nection with the Sunday newspaper. Atthe 
most not more than 5 per cent o 
the work is done that day. About 


all, in fact, is the delivery. The 
carriers and newsboys, even, get through 
their workin ample time to go to church. 
Whether they do or not is not determined at 
all by the little work they do in the morning. 
The average farmer nas more work to do 
Sunday than the average carrier or news- 
boy, and we have yet to -hear that any good 
deacon or ciass leader lets his cows go un- 
miized or any of his chores go undone for 
fear of breaking the Sabbath. From what- 
ever point viewed, then, this raid against the 
appeal in favor of a modern observance of 
Sunday is indefensible and preposterous. 


The Indiana Friends. 

R:icumoyxp, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Indiana yearly meeting of Friends conciuded 
its deliberations today. The declaration of 
faith formulated by the International Con- 
ference was adopted over some opposition by 
members who wanted it considered next 
year, when a committee is ordered to report 
on the advisability of peng ee con- 
ference.

COURT-MARTIAL ABUSES. 


Methods by Which Accused Soldiers Are 
_ Kept in Unnecessary Suspense. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 2.—“ A great deal 
of pressure will be brought to bear upon the 
new Congress, said a War Department 
official today, to secure the enactment of a 
law which shall mitigate to some degree, at 
least, the injuries suffered by an officer of the 
army who is unfortunate enough to have 
court-martial charges preferred against him. 
Take the case of the average officer who is 
tried by one of these courts. The charges 
are preferred, testimony taken, and a 
verdict agreed upon, which s sealed 
and aelivered to the dJudge-Advocate 
of the court. It is then transmitted to the 
Judge Advocate General, who sends it to the 


Secretary of War. If there is a sentence to 
pe decreed the papers must all go to the 
President for review. They are then re- 
turned to the Adjutant-General, and by him 
published in court-martial orders.

A verdict was reached 
within a few minutes after the close of the 
trial, and though delivered to the Judge-Ad- 
vocate of the court on the 3d or 4th of this 
month, has not been published. Lieut. Weber 
must rest under whatever sti attaches to 
the accusation and trial until the red-tape 
routine of the army regulations has been 
gone through with., The abuse is a crying 
one, and ought to be remedied promptly. The 
cases — be materially expedited without 
danger of error or misjudgment through un- 
due haste.”’

New York Tunes At the recent encamp- 

ment in St. Louis the Grand Army” again 

defined its position with regard to new pen- 
sion legislation. The reportof the Commit- 
tee on Pensions, which was adopted without 
debate, enumerated the measures which the 

Grand Army will urge Congress to enact. 

First of these is the so-called Dependent or 

Subsequent Disability bill which the Presi- 

dent vetoed last winter. After its failure to 

become a law, this bili was submitted to all 
the Grand Army posts for an expression of 
opinion, and the response was a practically 
unanimous demand that it should again be 
passed. A slight change has been made in the 
bill. The vetoed bill provided that pensions 
of $12 a month should be granted to all honor- 
ably discharged veterans who served three 
months, and who are now or who may here- 
after be suffering from mental or physical 
disability not the result of their own vicious 
habits or gross carelesness which incapaci- 
tates them from the performance of labor in 
such a degree as to render them unable to 


earn a support, and who are dependent upon 
their daily labor for support.” In the new 
bill the words are mental or physical disa- 
bility not the result of their own vicious 
habits which totally incapacitates them for 
the performance of manual labor.” It is not 
required that applicants shall be dependent 
upon their own labor for support. The re- 
maining measures presented by the commit- 
tee and hereafter to be supported by 
Grand Army are as follows:

Increased pensions for the severer disabilities, 
substantially as presented in the bill prepared 
by the United States Maimed Veterans’ League.

wit the recommendations for increase and 
equalization of pensions for special disabilities 
made in his recent report by Pension-Commis- 
sioner Black. 

This is an extensive program. Its probable 
cost should be taken into consideration. 
Many of the veterans at St. Louis were asked 
by reporters for their opinions about revenue 
legislation, and their responses were pub- 
lished. Almost without exception they were 
of the opinion that the entire surplus should 
be paid out in pensions. Some who favored 
this use of the surplus were logically ov- 
posed to any reduction of taxation. One del- 
egate favored a reduction of the tariff and at 
the same time the pas of a Service Pen- 
sion bill (whose cost would be about $100,000,- 
000 a year), and another favored service pen- 
sions, reduced taxation, and the payment of 
the National debt. A delegate whois employed 
in the Pension Bureau, and therefore ought 
to know something about the condition of 
the National finances, said that the surplus 
should be spent for public improvements, but 
he desired the passage of a Service Pension 
law and a reduction of taxation. How the 
surplus could be disposed of in three ways at 
the same time he did not explain. Certain 
delegates thought a partof the surplus should 
be expeuded under the pension measures re- 
ported by the committee, while the remainder 
ought to be used in relieving sections of the 
country that suffer drouth or inundation. 
Such opinions as these indicate that the del- 
egates were not well informed as to the effect 
of the measures which they supported. How 
would the enactment of those measures af- 
fect taxation and the surplus! 

The removal of the arrears limit would 
cost, by the Commissioner’s estimate, $222,- 
386, 100, of which $84,000,000 would be required 
in the first year. Paymaster-General Alvord 
estimated that the proposed equalization’ of 
bounties would cost $163,000,000, the greater 
part of which would be expended in a short 
period. There is good reason to believe that 
if the so-called Dependent bill had become a 
law it would have added from $50,000,000 to 
8 year to the cost of the pension 
roll. Of the new bill the committee said: 
„The bill is similar in general principle to 
that vetoed, but the ectionable pauper 
clause is omitted, making this a disability, 
not a dependent, bill.“ The increase of rates 
demanded for certain classes would probably 
cause an additional expenditure of from 
$10,000.000 to $25,000,000. 

The surplus above the sum required for 
the sinking fund may be from $50,000,000 to 
$70,000,000. These measures advocated by 
the Grand Army would eat up a surplus twice 
aslarge. The first year’s payments, under a 
removal of the arrears limit, would alone 
more than exhaust the entire sum available. 
The enactment of all these measures, and 
perhaps of only one of them, would compel 
the imposition of new Federal taxes. Are 
the veterans blind to these facts, or do they 
think, with Senator Blair, that if it should be 
cyt A increase National taxes by even 
$200,000, to meet pension expenses the 
country would submit! 


MRS. PARAN STEVENS BRINGS SUIT. 


Alleging that Her Husband's Estate Has 
Been Mismanaged. 

New York, Oct. 8.— Mrs. Marietta Stevens, 
widow of Paran Stevens, has applied to Sur- 
rogate Rollins for the revocation of the let- 
ters of administration issued to John L. 
Melcher and Charles G. Stevens, executors of 
her husband’s estate, and for the removal of 
Messrs. Melcher and Stevens as trustees. 
To Mrs. Paran Stevens was bequeathed a 
vast property, consisting of real estate in 
this city, Newport, and Boston. There was 
a provision in the will that $1,000,000 worth 
of the estate should be set apart for the use 
of Mrs. Stevens. There were bequests to 
Mrs. Stevens’ daughter by Paran Stevens, 
Lady Paget, and to Ellen Melcher, the 
daughter of Paran Stevens by his first wife, 
and to John L. Melcher, her husband, who is 
one of the executors. The burden of 
Mrs. Stevens’ complaint is a compendious 
mass of details of alle mismanagement 
of the property by the executors. Mrs. 
Stevens attacks Mr. Melcher in vigorous lan- 
guage. Mrs. Stevens alleges that she was 
imposed upon in various wavs; that she was

Turtle, at atime 
when heroic efforts were being made to Cause the 
ardon Thomas, and before their 
man Jim Young had been discovered, informed 
me that he been approached by a man who 
had told him that if he would sign a petition 
in Thomas“ favor and would get me 
to do the same thing a large 
sum could be put in his (Capt. Turtle’s) ex- 
chequer. The ptain said he did not believe 
that individual would approach him in that man- 
ner again. About the same time 1 was myself 
the recipient of a letter written by a man con- 
nected with the present efforts to pardon 
Thomas, in which thé writer said he knew of a 
way in which I could “make more money in a 
few short “ve by taking his counsel and follow- 
ing it than I could in years acting as Superin- 
tendent of any detective agency.“ I did not at 
the time suspect the author of this al- 
leged golden opportunity of laboring in 
the interests of Thomas or his friends. 
I replied that if he could suggest auything re- 
spectable and honorable that would prove such a 
bonanza I would meet him and talk it over. 
Some weeks after mailing this reply I was called 
to a well-known hotel in Chicago and there met 
and conversed with the man who had put such 
faith in my honor as to suspect that I could be 
made to prove unfaithful to a client. He brought 
up and discussed the outlines of a case he wanted 
me to work personally.“ as he “knew I was a 
capable secret-service worker from experience 
in the Allen matter,” which would ne- 
cessitate my going to Colorado and to Canada. 
We spoke together only a few minutes. and that 
was the last I heard of him fora year or two.

Did he 
not know that, should h life by a 
miracle be prolonged the first ten years, 
there remained a second term of tem years for a 
simiiar crime? Is this dead man’s so-called con- 
fession consistent with the known facts of the 
murder? No. Does he state anything that he 
might not have read of the history of the case in 
the newspapers long before being sent to Joliet 
for burglary? No. Does bis continuing to 
assert the truth of his confessidn, when death 
really stood by his couch, cause one to 

ut more confidence in what he says? No! A 

esperate man like Young having made a decla- 
ration sticks to it. Ihave myself known a man 
when he was told he could not hive five minutes 
still persist in a lie, and he knew that I knew 
from his own lips that it was a lie, and he died as 
calmly as though he had made his peace with 
God and purged himself of all untrüthfulness. 
Did Miss Allen, when she went to Joliet to see 
Young, recognize him as the man who came red- 
handed from the murder of her father?

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UNIQUE OUTCOME OF A DIVORCE CASE 
BEFORE JUDGE JAMIESON. 


Neither Party Being Able to Prove the 
the Whole Matter, and the Husband 
and Wife Are Still One—A Reconcilia- 
tion Almost Effected in the Court-Room 
—Other Divorce Cases—General Legal 
News. 


It is not often that a case results in a defeat 
for both parties, but Judge Jamieson was able 
to decide the divorce case of Edward B. Warman 
against Mary B. Warman in such a way as to 
satisfy neither party. Warman is a professor of 
elocution in this city, and charged his wife with 
adultery with a Capt. Owen of Detroit. She de- 
nied the accusation and retorted that he had 
been too intimate with a number of his lady 
pupils. He denied this. Warman was the only 
Witness as to his wie's alleged frailty, and 
his tather-in-law, Mr. Van Tuyl, was the 
only witness as to his shortcomings. Van Tuy! 
said Warman had voluntarily confessed to him 
that he had been unfaithful. It was evident 
there was some high and lofty false swearing 
somewhere, but the Judge adroitly dodged the 
delicate matter of accusing any one of perjury 
by saying that the charges on neither side had 
been corroborated. He blamed Warman severe- 
ly for allowing his wife to continue her alleged 
intimacy with Owen after he became suspicious 
that affairs were not right and ended by dismiss- 
ing both bill and cross-bill. Both parties are 
well to do, refined-looking people, and Mrs. War- 
manis more than usualiy good-looking. They 
were married in 1871 and separated in No- 
vember last. After the decision Warman 
stepped up to his wife with tears in his eyes to 
bia her good-by, and she appeared as though she 
was willing to et least part kindly. Perbaps 
there might have been steps made toward recon-

PREMIER NORQUAY TALKS. 


Why He Is Not Succeeding with the Mani- 
toba Railway Project. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Premier 
Norquay, who has steadily refused to be inter- 
viewed since he arrived here on his way home 
from New York, consented to talk to a reporter 
yesterday. He said there were three causes why 
he did not float the Red River Railroad bonds. The 
first was stringency of the money market, The 
second was the malign influence exerted by the 
Canadian Federal Government and the Canadian 


Pacific Railway Company, who actually had 
their agents dogging my every movement and 
K the minds of the money-lenders 
against investing in the railway. The third 
cause was the ou us reports sent to Ameri- 
can newspapers Canadian 
ents describing the 
people of Manitoba to tha 
rebellion. I need scarcely tell you that these 
— — rigmaroles were and are absolutel 
foun nless. e Manitobans are law-abid- 
ing and peaceable citizens and we are building 
our railway quietly without any bluster or noise, 
much less an appeal to arms. But these news- 
per reports were 4&4 
enders and my mission 
three causes 1 have named. We can re 
than halt the capital required in Manito and 
the City of Winnipeg alone will bu 000 
worth of the bonds. I am also ex ting finan- 
cial aid from the Northern Pacific way Com- 
pany, which, with $50,000 already in hand and the 
means at the disposal of m vernment, will 
not only enable us to build the road, but to 
operate it. 

‘* What is the sentiment of the people in other 
Canadian provinces 1 your railway?’ 

“ Fully nine-tenths of them sympathize with us 
in our struggle to obtain our rights, and personal 
friends and supporters of the Premier of the Fed- 
eral Government, Sir John Macdonald, told me 
wheu I was in Toronto that they wished us every 
success, and declared that Sir John was con- 
trolled altogether too much by the Canadian Pa- 
cifie Ratlway syndicate.” 

Is there not a feeling in favor of annexation 
t> the United States existing among the Man- 
itobans?’ 

“No; there is not. You Americans may not 
believe it. but we Canadians really imagine that 
our constitution and laws are ahead of yours, 
and we have no wish to exchange them. Our 
constitution may be infringed upon by an indi- 
vidual or a Government, but such an infringe- 
ment can be but temporary and does not cause 
us to look with disfavor upon the constitution 
itself. We cherish friendly feelings towards the 
serious Nation, but are not aching to become 
a part of it. 

INNIPEG, Man., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Norquay 
returned tonight. He says he never got & single 
offer which. if accepted, would have resulted in 
the money being forthcoming. The onl ible 
chance of the road being comple ies, he 
thinks, in the City of Winnipeg raising $1,000.000 
by the issue of its own debentures and lending 
this to the province, taking the provincial bonds 
as security.

CONCEALED HER SEX TWENTY YEARS. 


A Veteran Applying for Admission to a Sol- 
diers’ Home Proves to Be a Woman, 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—One of the 
most remarkable cases of concealment of sex 
has just been brought to light in this city. Sept. 
26 application was made to Col. L. A. Harris, one 
of the trustees of the Dayton Soldiers Home, 
for the admission of a sick veteran to that insti- 
tution. The soldier called at Col. Harris’ house 
and was given an application blank to be filled 
out. The veteran’s name was James Fisher. 
He had a letter from the Colonel of his regiment 
which stated that Fisher bad received an honor- 
able discharge after two years’ service in 
Company C, Sixth Ohio Infantry.. Fisher was ill 
and unable to provide for himself. Col. Harris 
gave him transportation Sept. 28 to Dayton, with 
a letter to Col. Patrick, Superintendent of the 
home, requesting him to take care of the bearer 
until he could be provided for. The medical ex- 
amination at Dayton revealed the fact that Fish- 
er was a woman. Of course she was not received 
into the home, and no one knows where she now 
is. Very little is known of lier history except 
that she is 59 years old. Since the war she 
has continued to dress like a man and live with 
those of that sex. In appearance Fisher is short 
and heavy set, with 4 round, smooth face, dark 
hair and eyes. Her voice is somewhat effeminate, 
but no one has ever suspected her sex.
